My good friend, marke the particulars, as ] ſhall ſet them 
downe plainely ynto you,and you ſhall cafily ynderſtand iz, I 
was long fince;in former time # ſree State ; but after that, ] fell 
A 3 into-" 
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into greatſlaueric and e, and now at thispreſentT am 
reſtoredagaine to my former liberry and free tate, For when 
my firſt founders came hither into this free countrey which as 
chat time belonged notvnto any man ia _perticular, but onely 
vnto thoſe that rooke ofieſſion thereof, and inhabiced 
the ſame (according tothe La ofnature, ) in this free place 
they buile me this houſe, which was called the Betan1ar go- 
uernment, and at this time the Holland Common. wealth, 
wherin I placed my ſeator Throne,called freedome or liberty, 


Hadyouat thefirſtno foueraigne Gouernour,thar had the 
chiefe command ouer your houſe,and houſhold? 
Batania. 

The gouernment of my houſe was committed vnto two 
Srates, choſen and appointed out of mine owne people and in- 
habitants; that is, the nobleſt and honourableſt men amongſt 
them, and the beſt and greateſt Citizens and inhabirants of ; 
ſame. Theſe were the principall Commanders of my houſe and 
houſhold,who for the better gouernment. thereof, made cer- 
taine cuſtomes and lawes for the ſtrengthening of peace there- 
in,and had a great care ouer the ſame, forthe preſcruation of 
the Common-wealth, 

Andin proceſle of time, there was a principall perſon (as a 
King) choſen out of thoſe two States,who as the chiefeſt of- 
ficer or bigh Steward, had the principall command ouer it and 
"the common-wealch, 

Friend, 
Then your forefathers in time paſt were gouerned after a 
princely manner by a chiefe Commander. 
RBatauia. 
Yea, Kings by name ; as Veromeras,who was called the firſt 
Bataxian King, who notwithſtanding was but the chiecfe 
 man,amongſt the principall perſons of the Land, and had the 
firſt command,and chiete authoritie thereof, 

So wereall the reſt that ſucceeded bim, Kings oucr my Bu- 
8avian Land,but had more authority togiue their counſell and 
aduicefor the gouernment thawed, then power to _——n 
, an 
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andrule over it.For the other Rulers and States that were cho- 
ſen outof the Nobilitie and Commons, had as tmuch power 
or ſuperintendance over the King, as the King had ouer them, 
who with him together ruled the Land, Bur the King had an 
vpper command,or higheſt power | 7 mr him, bur not by 
authority or power, of,or-in himſelfe : onely'in regard and 
reſpcQ of his princely name he was obeyed, and his authori 
allowed with great reuerence andreſpec, and yet he himſelf. 
neuertheleſſe ſubietto the Lawes of the Land, as is ordinary 
in eleRiue,not hereditarie Kings, 

Friend, 

Hereby I perceive, that your houſe ( called the Batavien | 
Gouernwent) from the very firſt originall thereof was a free 

» Common- wealth, and your commonaltie, free people, 

Bataxia. 

We were never ſubic& ynto any forraine Nations, but one- 
ly to our eleted Gouernour and States, together with the 
lawfulland probable Lawes, madefor the geod gouernment 
theteof,whereunto every man willingly ſubmitted himſelfe , 
In this ſtate we continued long time before the Romane Mo- 
narchie, and were vnited ynto the ſame, and by her lived in 
peace, alchough the Romans had the ſole command and go- 
nernment of the greateſt part of the world, and yet they were 
content to account of my forefathers, astheir vnited friends; 
acknowledging my houſe to be afree State, and calling my 
houſhold ſervants the Baran/a» commonaltic ; and when they 
had any warres, and were aided by vs thetein, they called vs 
their fellowes, andcompanions;{ #s /wlins Ceſar did, ) and 
which is more,cftecmed vs as their brethren, friends, and vni- 
red neighbours,in regard of the 'greataide and firetigththey 
found ar our hands, ro helperhemint their-need againfi their 


enemies,

Then the Romans had ng imperiaf{comimand ouer the Bu-

Noy For my forefathers of Baravia (according to their an 
cient 
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cient Lawed were till governed by their owne people, which 
continued aboue an hundred yeeres,during the Romave Mo- 
narchie, vocill ſuch time as their fri ip turnedinto de- 
ceit,andextreame oppreſſion, ſeeking torob and (poyle mee 
and my Land, with prexence to turne my freedome jnto ſlavery 
and bondage, contemning our vaity, and wholly forgetting 
the forepaſſed friendſhip and aide by vs formerly ſhewed,and 
done vnto them. For which cauſe my forefathers tooke armes 
in hand,and began a lawfull warre, for the defence and fafe- 
gard of mine honour and freedome, whereby the name of the 
Romans, in ſhort time, was wholy driuen away, & cleane roo- 
ted our, wherein perſonally they never had eny abſoluce au- 
thority aor government, For the which my Barawian people 


were ſo much bonoured and clitcemed of, that as then they. 


were called and held to be the authors of the freedome and li. 
berty of aur neighbours, andother Princes, wholikewiſe were 
vader the {ubieQion of the Romans tbut I obtained my free= 
dome againe, and after that continued leng in my free tate, 
and was governed by my two ſtates of the Land, yatill the 
ſauage Normanscame and inuaded vs,

Was itthen at chat time-that you began to be governed by 
Eacles?

I, but not as Soveraigne Goyernours, but onely choſen as 
chiefe Commandexs, to ſerye in Read of Indges, wee ſubic- 
Qing our {clues willingly. vnder thejr command, cftecming 
and boldiog them worthie to be our Protedtors,and ro hauc 
the ſfuperiatendance ouer our Batanien gouernment, but had 
no power(by authority)co alter the Lawes and cuſlomes, nor 
co rgiſerolles,nor impolyigns, withour the conſent and good 
will of the two States, bur were bound by oath to defend and 
maintaine the Lawes and priuiledges of the Land, and to ſub- 
ieAtchemelues cherevoto,. 1! 5, |; 
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Wherebyir appeareth thaznever any Pritcenor Earle had 
, gignty,or chicie power alane, oucr you and porngnte? 
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of the united Prowinces, 


Fatania, 
No : for in the time of the Earles, there have been ſome of 
them that by their bad gouernmenc and life, became oppreſ- 
ſors of the Lawesand cuſtomes of the Land, and for that cauſe 
their authority was miſhked, and they pur our of their com- 
mand, Asit happened tothe Ladie [acobe, Countefſe of Hol- 
land,from whom becauſe of her diſorders, and wilfulneſſe in 
her gouernment, againſt the priuiledges of the Land. The 
command quer my houſe was takenaway,and tranſported yn- 
to Phi/ep Duke of Burgundie, which Baraxian gouernment in 
proceſle of time, and by marriages, was changed and fell into 
the houſe of Auſtcia,and after that to Charles the firſt, Empe- 
rour of Rome, ( who with the good will and yoices of all the 
States of my houſe) made ouer the Batawias Principality vnto 
his ſonne P61lip, certifying him of my priuiledges, and the na- 
ture of my ſubieRs addited vnto reſt and freedome, withan 
earneſt charge and warning giuen him, to haue a great regard 
and reſpeRtot the Baraviay Common-wealth, and to gouerne 
them with a mild and fatherly affeion: fot that he eſteemed 
the ſame tobe the beſt branch ofhis Crowne, which hee with 
Princely words and oathes promiſed to performe; but the 
contract being made,and he having the authority in his hands, 
wee ftraight found a great alteration in our B4taxian houſe ; 
for that he being a Spaniard, both by birth and conditions, a 
great Prince, and very powerfull, and had the Soueraigne 
command ouer many Kingdomes,and Principalities, did not 
reſpeR our Batauian liberty, nor once eſteemed our priui- 
ledges, but contrary to his promiſe, brake his Princely oath, 
Friend, 
Bythis meanes your free State was turned intoa bondage, 
Batavia, 

Thar is true,by this meanes my troubles began. For in ſtead 
of naturall borne Princes to protect my houle, I got ſtrange 
outlandiſh waſtcrs and deſtroyers thereof, who therein made 
a fearfull tur, with moſi ſtrange and great exactions, cruelties, 
and tyrannies over our lives and goods; to the end he might 


procure the breaking of the ancicar authority of my priuie - 
B ledges, . 
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ledges,the weakening of my lawes, and the aboliſhing of my 
liberty : But I ſeeing the beginning of my ouerthrow, the 
weake condition of my houſe, and the ſubuerſion of my peo. 
ple,was compelled to ſeeke meanes for the preſeruation of my 
maidenly liberty, againſt thoſe chat ſought to ſpoyle and be. 
reaue me thereof; but finding my ſelfe in a manner very weak, 
by reaſon that divers of my principall houſhold ſeruants fled 
from me,and that was almoſt cleane ſpoyled of my houſhold 
Kuffe, yea and my ſeat very neere taken from vnder me,which 
I had ſo long held and enjoyed from my anceſtors, for that the 
feet thereof were almoſt drawne and broken each from the 0. 
ther; whereby ina manner I fat ſo wagling, that I could not 
deuiſe how I ſhould fit faſter, by reaſon of my weakeeſtare, 
But taking courage, I made meanes vnto my neighbours for 
aide; but where I expeRted ſecurity and ſupport, (ercI was a- 
ware) I hadlike to hane been cleane ſpoyled : for by the aide 
that was ſent me, my houſe, Court, and Throne, wasrather in 
worſe caſe then it was before, 

Whereupon my principall officers were by neceſſity com. 
pelled to ſeeke tomarrie mee ynto ſome one, that by his aide 
they might haue meanesto helpe me and themſelues, Burnot 
long before I had had a good example ſet before mine eyes, of 
another maide,one of my neighbours, who by her welwillers 


- wasperſwadedto Herdr-werpe,thatis, to betroth her ſelfe vn. 
| tohimrhat ſoughtto bring herto Yal-loos, that is, tothe de. 


firuQion of her and all her people. 

This made me (I fay) to goe to my croſſe neighbour, (who 
alſo was eſteemed a maide) to get ſome aide of her,to helpe to 
faſten my Seate, and thereby co hold a fitplaceto fitin ; for 
withoutthar,they pretended to have broken downe my Bate- 
#ias houſe, and to haue made a bridge therof at their pleaſure, 
to haue gone ouer to my neighbours, thereby to obtaine the 
like dominion and power ouer them ;and their meaning alſo 
Was , (ws the old foundations and ruines of my Batawias 
houſe, tocreR andbuild vp a new Spaniſh regiment, and to 


take my ſeate from me, and to turne ir cleaneauer, as if Thad 
had no yoyce nor command therein: which made ſome of my 


fugitiue 
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fugitive friedfds and welwillers to looke backe,and to flirre vp 
my neighbours, who asthen vpheld and maintained meinmy 
right,againft thoſe thar thought ro have thruſt mee cleane our * 
of it,and by my overthrow to haue ouer-runne my neighbors, 
which was done by the commandement of that Spaniſh Earle, 
who as a fatherly protetor was placed ouer me, according to 
his oath and promiſe to defend my maidenlike honour: but he 
ſought by ſtrange ruffians to violate mine honour, to ruinate 
my houſe and Court, ( which notwithſtanding was one of his 
faireſt palaces) andalſo my houſhold ſeruants,efteeming all as 
nothing ; and whichis more, ſought to make my people {laues, 
without once reſpeCting II ate,which is a Demo. 
craticke government, By this meanes{ I ſay ) hath hee by his 
ynſpeakeable tyrannicall gouernment,and vnlawfull vſurpari- 
on,loſt the rule and pretended right (by my old cuſtomes and 
ancient priuiledges) that he had, by the aide and helpe of m 
neighbours and friends that ſtood in doubt of further miſ- 
chicfe ro come,aided by the power of the principall and chieſe 
Iudge of Iudges,who after go. yeeres troubles, hath redcuced 
" and placed me in my former ſcate of ancient freedome, 
Friexd, 

Gentlewoman,you haue now ſhewed me the ſtate of your 
old freedome,and withal of your troubles forepaſſed, whereof 
you ſay you are now freed. From henceforth therefore ſhew 
your maidenlike wiſedome, by calling toremembrance things 
paſt, wiſely toconfider of things preſent, & well to foreſee thar 
which is to come, and which concerneth you neere, Therefore 
let not your forepaſſed blowes (by a deceirfull bright ſunne- 
ſhining time) ſo ſoone be forgotten, For that many times after 
faire weather commeth a Rlorme, youdoe well to firat your 
doore,to ſee whether it be cleere weather abroad ; for intruth 
for theſe 40, yeeres together you haue endured many,and too 
many Rormie winds, mightie raines, hailes, thunders, light- 
nings, and fierie flames, 

Bataxia, 

Eraſmus ſaith very well and truly, that induftriouslabour 

makes a man rich, So haue I(by Gods helpe) and induſtrious 
F B 2 labour 
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labour , with defenſive warre ouercome and withſtood the 
tforce and power of my tyrannous enemie, and ſuchas 
_ by him been ouercome,and forced to flee their countrey, 
and to liue like ſtrangers in other countreyes; I have wich 
their wiues, children,and goods recciued into my houſe, and 
iventhem lodging cherein.Whereby I got both thankes and 
erance,whichro him was a weakening and enfcebling, 


and to me a ſtrengthening and fortification, which happened 


moſt hereabouts, But he fearing further miſchiefe,(perceiuing 
my fortunate proceedings,) was forced to ſecke to me, (who 
at the firſt he S—_— and eſteemed of no account; yeaina 
manner thought yerily ro bee his owne) to make peace with 
him,and to acknowledge meto be a free State, without once 
pretending ro haue any right of gouernment ouer mee, and ſo 


. Tonce againe got my long contentions (and almoſt cleane 


loft) freedome into my hands, By the acknowledging and a- 
9 of my enemi:sthemſelues, who iudged ittobee my 
awfull right, which in eruch happened and came to paſſe by 
an accuſation of his owne conſcience,and a compulliue necet- 
fitie, poſſeſſed with a deſperate hope of neuer to ouercome me, 
Theſe were the ſpeciall things that moved him thereunco,and 
not becauſe hee defired peace, nor for any good will that hee 
bare vnto the welfare of my houſe,and houſhold ſeruants, Ne- 
uerthelefle, I haue recouered mine ancient freedome,and hope 
to continue in this my maidenlike ſtate, by his aide and po- 
werfull helpe that hach ſcene my miſery, and hath cuidently in 
the ſight of all the world holpen and freed mee from the Spa« 
niſh yoake, 
Friend, 

God bepraiſed,thanked,and glorified therefore,and to him 
muſt youpray, and in himfirmely cruſt, But it is commonly 
faid, that where there isno care, there is no feare: for while 
that you are now free and in goodeftate, you muſt bee carefull 
for your ſelfe and your houſhold,and cl12t in twofold manner: 

Furſt, ro looke well about you, that you be not deceiued nor 
ouer-runne by thoſe from whom you haue been deliuvered,and 

{hauc freed your ſelfe from their bondage, becauſe they han 
one 
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done that they did ypon- meere neceſſity, and not for ary loue 
they bare to you, 

Secondly, that you muſt bee prouident to provide for that ' 
which is needfull and neceſſarie for you in time of need, 
that in time of want you run notto borrow corne of your 
neighbours to feed your geeſe withall : for a learned man 
wrote not in yaine, when he ſaid, Happie is that Land, which 
in time of peace thinketh ypon warre, And another learned 
Philoſopher teacheth vs,that a man muſt not cruſt his recon« 
ciled encmy too much:therefore now you fit quietly and free- 
ly in your houſe and poſſeſſions, it Randeth you vpon to fur- 
niſh your houſe well with 4. moſt neceſſarie things, wherein 
the whole,and all the Rate thereofconſiſterh. 

Firſt, you muſt have true, truftic, and prouidenthouſhold 
ſeruants, ſuch as ſeeke not their owne good, but the profic of 
the common State, and thoſe that will not lightly by them- 
ſeluesrake anything in hand, that may bee burthenſome and 
hurrfull ro the Common-wealth, and the ſubieRs thereof, 

Secondly, fit houſhold fuffe, ſuch as is honeſt, neceflarie, 
ſeruiceable and fuctherly in a houſe, to bee vſed for the ſeruice 
ofthe Common-wealth, 

Thirdly, good prouiſion of ſuch things, as in ſuch a houſe 
(as yours is ) are moſt neceſſarie and conuenient, as Cheſts, 
Ware- houſes,and ſellers, well furniſhed. 

Fourthly,and laſtly, you muſt ſpecially bee prouided of that 
wherewith you may doe moſt,and which by men is moſtdefi- 
red, for that thereby you may get whatſocuer you will, yea and 
almoſt as much as you will, 

All rhisis needtull for you to doe, whereof you are to haue 
a greatcareto bee provided, that againſt an afſault,or a hard 
and bad time, you may helpe your fclfe,by your ſelfe, 

Alſo it is convenient for the female kind ( ſpecially a free 
maide as you are, ) not to hate roo much converſation with 
trange men, ſpecially with ſuch as in times paſt ſought to vio» 
late your chaltitie; yet I doubt notof your good behauiour 
in any wiſe, becauſe you baue alrcady withltood many aſ- 
faulrs, aud by meanes of your honeſt minde and courage, 
B 2 haue 


lors, and Souldiers, ( who at thistime for awhileare attheir 
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haue hitherto overcome all formes whatſocuer, 
Batauia. 

My good friend, Iam warned to bee warchfull, but Thope 
God will preſerue and defend both me and my houſhold, 

For the firlt, I have true and prouident houvſhold ſeruants, 
in my B:ra#ian dominion, (according to the ancient manner) 
firſt,an overſeer of rhe houſe, (called father of che Countrey,) 
then my two States, the noblelt perſons of the Land, andthe 
men of greateſt account among the Commons, who have ail 
the care, and ſpeciall charge of the ſtate of my houſe, both in 
pun and warre, Secondly, I have conuenient and profitable 

ouſhold uffe, as good counfell,and vpright dealing, where- 
with my Bataxia» houſe is furniſhed, as with a heauenly and 
bright ſhining light, thereby to behold things paſt, ro marke 
things preſent,and to foreſee things to come, The other are as 
inſtruments in needfull and profitable things,to ſerve the tate 
of the Land,(each one according to his qualitic and conditi- 
on) when tirne ſhall require, Thirdly, (God bee praiſed) my 
houſe is well provided,{and daily more and more ſhall be) of 
that which ſhall ſerue for the Common-wealth, and ſuchas 
my hovuſholding requireth,Firſt,my Cheſts and Wardrops are 
well furniſhed with apparel! of all ſorts; that is, of goed iron 
dublets,fteele gloues, Riffe ſhining collars, with the appurte- 
nances, all faire and well kept,that when I haue need of them 
they arereadicat hand; my warchouſes are well prouided of 
fireage,which is made of black wood coales,brimſtone,& falt- 
peter,therewith eaſily to ſet fire on my turſe, which are round, 
and as hard as iron, and great heauic fiery arrowes, wherewith 
romake a good fire againſt winterand hard frofis, And for my 
fellars, Thaue yer a great many braſle veſſels therein, to wel- 
come ſuch as come to viſit me, honourably; avd in diuers ca- 
geo! hauvemany old geeſe, that when there isa faire, I may ſer 

ome of them before my friends to welcome them withall. 


| Nowforthat wherewith I can doe moſt, (which ismoney) I 


haue my vnited Commons, which are fonre faithfull and tru- 
ſie labourers; thatis, Husbandmen, Burgers of townes, Say- 


reſt, 


nited Proninces. 
reſt, and live quietly.) Theſe areall faſt bound together wich 
the band of vnitic,and are they that at all times wil make pro- 
vifion for my Batavian houſe,and Hollands garden, whatſoc- 
uer I ſhall want. For my Husbandmen art this preſent are well 
prouided of corne,and other neceſlaries,and ſell it as deare, al- 
molt,as they will or can, whichalſo is apparant by the deck- 
ing of his wife and children with gold and fuer whichthey 
daily weare, The towneſmen alſo build great and high houſes, 
which within are richly furniſhed with excellent faire houf- 
hold ſtuffe and moucables ; as Tapiſtrie, filuer,and guilr plate, 
and hee himſelfe, and his wife and children, richly apparelled 
and ſmugd vp in filke and veluerlaid on with gold and filuer 
lace, making great bankets ; all which are hignes of proſperity, 
and are cuery one induſtrious to maintaine themſelues in 
ood eſtate; ſome by vſurie, others by trade at home,and ſome 
a merchandif1ng,cucry man ſtriving not to bee the leaſt a» 
mongt the r«ft, The Sailor ſaiterh tarce and wide for ſtrange 
merchandize; and if a ruuer ſets ypon him art ſea, hee can play 
his part ſo well,ttat he ſhall get nothing at his hands; and ma- 
ny times looks hiinſcltc for ſuch a prize, fo that ir oft falleth 
out that he can ſaile witha by-legger, better thE he doth when 
he faileth before the winde, But the Souldierlikes nor of this 
fleepic calme weather, hee ratker deficesto beeruflling in the 
field,to ſhew himſelfea gallant, Bur the other three are very 
rich,and haue great meanesto heipe me, (I could not know it 
ſo well,bur that they by their ſuper fluitic makes it manifeſtto 
all men) for which cauſe I and my hovſhold are bound to have 
a great care for them, and the Common wealth, for that they 
without me, and I without them, would bee a meanesto ouer- 
throw both me and my houſe, and allothe commonaltie, and 
eucry one of them in their perticular (tates would come to 
nothing, For if the band of vnitie ſhould breake, or by con- 
tention become looſe, it would bee their deſtruRion, and my 
oucrthrow out of my Throve. 
Friend, 
I would faine ſce the pales of your gardens,and the manner 


of building about your houſe, or clic of you heate the dif- 
courſe

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courſe ofthe whole ſituation thereof, while you arenow ina 
free ſtate, Bataxia, 

My Holland garden is bordered about with a willow hedge 
or hurdle, called Fidelity; at the entry whereof there is a tile, 
ouer the which my watchfull (many eyed Lion) with bis two 
forefeet Rands looking, there to hold ſharpe watch, Then 
within, before the ſtile, and beninde the Lion, Randeth a high 
Orange tree, with a young ſprig or branch at the foot thereof, 


both cemming out of an old root of atree that hath been cut . 


downe: round about this tree there is a root planted, called 
Gods bleſſing, In the middle of the garden there ftandech an 
old high ſtrong Peramides,called Prawiledge,cloſed about with 
a medicinable graft, called Gods grace, This garden is made 
of,and filled yp with good Holland earth,out of the whichthe 
Spaniſh vnfruirfull power is wholly rooted vp; and therefore 
in,and roundabout it there groweth Good will, Good conraye; 
Heart hearbe; (are ſeede : (Ladie marke) alſo, Golaen flewer:s, 
Siluer hearbes , Lance hearbes, Knights ſpurres, Horſe-mens 
herbe,Gaun bearbe,and much Honour and { ommendation, 
Friend, 

Is notyour garden ſomtimes weeded andcleanſed of weeds 

and hurtfull plants? 
Bataxia, 

Yea: for we were wont in times paſt to bee much troubled 
with great quantities of weedes; as with Force hearbe, Death 
hearbe, Catching roote, Feare hearbe, Pine apples, Blood berbe, 
Fier hearbe, Blacke hearbe, and Bitter gall unts, Butneceſſitie, 
and my houſhold ſeruants, appointed two officers to looke 
ynto it, (which were Reaſonand Power ) each of them, as their 
turnes came, to weede it; for if ic were not for theſe weeders, 
ſometimes there would ſome weeds grow vp in a nights ſpace 
before the Sun riſerh ; as Romniſh thritle, Falſe lies Fox hearbe, 
Strife flowers, and After-hurt. For not many yeers fince, there 
grew afilthic hearb in my garden,called the Dwvels Nay-thrid, 
and a hearbe called Dwels-beer, which Ranke all ouer the

' time to have ſufficiently tried )but by long and continuall po- 


licie inthe end to lay hold vpon you by force, 

For he accounts you already to bee his owne, although ne- 
vertheleſle ( of meere ncceffity ) hee did acknowledge you to 
be a free State, : 

But as he knoweth the nature of diuers ſlaves whom he hath 
ynder his ſubieQion,and perceiues well that hee mult not vſe 
them one like another, to keepe them in bondage, and to ger 
more,he hath therein a ſpeciall watch ypon you, tor the Arge-

geniows wit and behaviour, which he put inpraRiiſe ; bur all ia 
vaine :after that he came with craftic Spixners,(and now with 
lecring Leopards ) butthe Spinners webbe was roo weake to 
catch you in : for that cauſe he ſpread another Naz-d, or broad 
net, which hee caſt over your head; but it is fo looſe and fo 
wide,that you can ſe cleerely through ir, ynlefle that the ſhew 
of the noſegay ſhould make your head ſo diffie, that by means 
of the venomous ſmel thereof, you ſhould fall aſleepe,and thac 
isit which this leecing Leopard lookes for : to bring you firſt 
tothe Braſilian ſlautrie, then to deale with you as with the 
Guineans; and laſtly, with the #e/f-indians.Therefore preſerue 
your freedome,and alſo ſhew that you are free ; let notothers 
appoint your lawesconcerning that which toucherh you, for 
the preſeruation of your houſe, and the defending of your next 
neighbours,which concerneth your ſclfe much,tor which this 
Leopard bath long leered (Shipper looke out.)

My good friend, wee are well acquainted in my houſe with 
the nature and conditions of this Leoperd,we have often heard 
his howling in our garden, but yet we belecue him not. To 
that end my many waking cicd Liow ands before the ile and 
looksout ; and this rd cauſt not thinke thathe is in Weſt- 
India; for in fiead of Monkeys, I would ſend great tore of 
Greſoppers after him,which are cafily to bee found in my gar- 
den; and I have neſts, yea whole regiments of ſwf; flics, (4 fe 
forthe Spaniſh flies)which nefile rnder my Orange tree, whi 
with cheir ſharpepricking Avgls, will ſo pricke and ling him 
ehrough his ſpeckled skinne, that you ſhall heare bimbowle 
into Spaine,to call for helpe. But my water-fowles ( thatare 

cunning in ſwimming ) would ſo well watch the coaſts 
ane Loncerana Levedobichombes Flatte- 
| rey 
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rer in the water) ſhal.cior dare to thruft their heads our of their 
holds, for my water-fowvtes ate very PF fer ngainſt the 
Leopards, becauſe at other times he hath often taken their egs 
out of their neſts,and puld away many of their feathers, and 
hath cut many of thern ſhort, ſomrities when they were wont 
with great danger to fwimme over the Spaniſh ſeas, into the 
Spaniſh havens, which they yer remember well, and can becter 
revenge themſelues then the Monkeys. For firft my Graſhoppers 
for themoſt part ofthem,are old Leapers,that have good kill 
to leape ypon the water-(ides, and the hard hnd, as in 
times paſt did ypon Turenbolt Heath, and Newport ſea- 
ftrand: bur fince'that time they have brought forth many 
young ones, who are well learned and inſtruted by the old 
ones,and can match the flies well enough, who alſo are old 
and well experienced ; for they were wont in times paſt, luſtily 
to flie ypon the Canary, andS, Thomas Suger ; and alſo vpon 
the figs and reaſons of Cal4 mars, which was / ow meate for 
them; but my wacer-fowles are ſo ſwift in flying, thattheir 
nimblenefle iz known in Eaſt-India,where they at other times 
haue luſtily flowne ypon their Nutmeg blofſomes, and there 
left the ſmell and fauour of the Netherlands Xatelixe, whereat 
they did not greatly teioyce;yea they are ſo quicke and ſtrong 
in flight,that they flie vp through ſtrange water and waies to 
Heewſche- kercke, thereto holdthe 7ubile,and theybite'ſo lore, 
that there is no Spaniſh Nwe but they will bite it inpeeces, 
how hard ſoever itbe, In ſwimming alſo they are very craftic, 
and tour, ſpecially ypon a Spaniſh flecer, ro bee maſters of ie- . 
with a ſmall power, whereby in Spaine they are called water» 
Diuels, ( without once remembring thar is their Pilot) 
And though this Leoperdis a great etiemie to the Liens,whicro = 
ofhe hath deceived and taken many, yet he hath not found the .
